be a warship, Lindbergh said. 
Would Rather Fly 
“Personally,” he said, ‘I would 
rather fly back to the United States 
than to go by steamer if I had the 
choice, But there would be no ad­ 
vantage in repeating the perform ­ 
ance under the same conditions as 
flying from New York to Paris." 
A woman reporter asked a t the 
press conference today whether it 
would be possible for a girl to fly 
across the Atlantic. 
"I don’t see why a woman should 
not as well as a man,” Lindbergh 
said, "provided she had the proper 
machine equipped with the proper 
instruments." 
Lindbergh announced that he had 
cancelled all engagements hitherto 
tentatively arranged for after W ed­ 
nesday. That included cancellation 
of the proposed flight to Sweden. 
Lindbergh said when he left London 
he would fly to Paris to say fare­ 
well to his friends and then would 
return directly to the United States. 
The date of his departure had not 
been decided. 
“I feel in fine fettle this morning," 
Lindbergh said. He visited Croydon, 
the London airport, where his Ryan 
plane, "Spirit of St. Louis.” was in 
a locked hangar 
and 
found 
the 
plane undamaged. 
More Danger In Paris 
"There was more actual danger 
to the plane,” Lindbergh said, “in 
landing at Le Bourget than at Croy­ 
don because the crowd at Le Bour­ 
get appeared less controllable. But 
the landing itself was more diffi­ 
cult at Croydon because of the peo­ 
ple on the field." 
Questioned about offers to capi­ 
talize his achievement, 
Lindbergh 
said he would not accept any offer 
to appear In the movies

which is found in the epistle to 
the Hebrews.

the epistle has described the great 
men and fathers of the Jewish na­ 
tion he says: 
’Time would fall me 
to tell of Oideon, Barak—and of 
the prophets—who turned to flight 
the armies of aliens.’ 
I ask if 
this grand passage of tho inspired 
writer may not be applied to that 
heroic band who have made Amer­ 
ica the perpetual home of freedom? 
This nation has had its heroic de 
fenders a t other 
times and 
on 
other battlefields, who gave the 
last full meavure of devotion; but 
that heroic service in no way di­ 
minished til* lustre and splendor 
of that service rendered by that 
army 
of our national defenders 
who fought from 1861-1865 to pre­ 
serve the union 
and 
perpetuate 
th ie nation as ‘the land of the 
free and the home of the brave.’ 
“We 
fear, 
sometimes, 
as 
the 
passing of the years remove» us 
farther from the dave of the Civil 
war, ‘lest we forget’ the meaning 
om Memorial day. On May 6. 1868, 
General John A. Logan, comman- 
der-ln-chlef of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, issued an order 
appointing May SO of that year as 
a day for the Grand Army' to dec­ 
orate the graves of their comrades. 
The day has been observed each 
year and may the day never come 
in the history of this nation when 
this beautiful custom will cease to 
be observed. 
Greatest of Day» 
"Memorial day is the greatest 
day 
in 
the annals of 
liberty— 
I.—It celebrates the time when 
the flower of southern 
chivalry 
gave up its battle sword to the 
silent soldier at Appomattox. 
It 
m arks the end of a conflict which 
Mommsen, one of the most dis­ 
tinguished historians of the Nine­ 
teenth century says was the nob­ 
lest cause and the frost glorious 
victory ever achieved by the sons 
of men! It marks the end of every 
serious effort toward state sec­ 
ession. 
It marks the removal, for­ 
ever, of the shackles of slavery 
from the back» of 4.000.000 slave». 
“2.—There Is no day In our na­ 
tional’ history which teaches the 
lesson 
to 
the 
rising 
generation 
that our privileges 
have 
been 
blood-bought, as th at 
lesson 
is 
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a voice to every soldier's grave 
They, being dead, yet epeak. Every 
grave speaks of the value of lib­ 
erty, 
equality, 
fraternity, 
unity. 
They tell Us w hat it cost to secure 
these privileges. 
"Think of the price that wa» 
paid for our privileges by those 
who foug.it In the Civil war. 
A 
million men of the North and over 
against these a million men from 
the South, on a battle line a thou­ 
sand miles long. 
Including long 
and short term men, 2,000,000 were 
engaged in that conflict. 
There 
were 2261 engagements of all kinds, 
and in 148 of these the Federal 
loss was 600 or more. 
According 
to Ph litterer’# official record, 
at 
Gettysburg 
65.000 
were 
reported 
as wounded, killed or missing. 
As 
many soldier» died 
in 
sbutherp 
prison» as fell on both sides at 
Gettysburg. 
The hillside» of the 
south were 
billowed 
with 
the 
dead and dying. 
Think of the 
army of crippled heroes who came 
home from the Civil w ar to suffer 
the rem ainder of their days, sol­ 
diers who, during four years of 
war. poured out all 
their 
vital 
nerve force and. when the war 
was over. brought back a wrecked 
physical body. 
Think of the wid­ 
ows and 
the 
orphan 
children. 
These are mighty witnesses of th» 
value of our privilege» of Ameri­ 
can citizenship. • • * There are 
those who live in America today: 
some have come from other land» 
and some have been 
born 
here 
since those stirring days, who do 
not know and, some of them, do 
not care to know how much It 
cost to provide the privileges and 
liberties of America; who ought to 
be made to realize th at our priv­ 
ileges have been blood-bought and 
are therefore to be held sacred. 
Removes Sectionalism 
"2.—There is no day in our na­ 
tional calendar which 
ha» 
done 
more to remove sectionalism from 
our midst than Memorial day. The 
heart of the nation has been soft­ 
ened as it ha» gone once a year 
to lay flowers on the graves of It# 
departed heroes. In the sixties the 
nation was rent in 
tw ain; 
but, 
thank God, with the trend of sub­ 
sequent event» the two parts of 
this nation, once separated, have 
been brought together. 
"Some on» said th at 
it 
was 
worth the loss of the Maine, ter­ 
rible as that was, to see such an 
expression of loyalty as wa» shown 
in both houses of Congress by the 
unanimous approval of 350,000,000 
for promoting out national cause 
against 
Spain. 
The 
Spanlsh- 
Ameriean war 
pressed 
the 
two 
sections of the nation together in 
the white heat of a common pat­ 
riotism. 
Then there came a day 
when a man who was born In the 
Fouth. made governor of a north­ 
ern state, wa» elected to the high­ 
est position of trust In the nation 
by the voices from the South and 
the North. 
When Woodrow W il­ 
son wa» Inaugurated as president, 
there was e*tended to him the best 
wishes of North and South. 
That 
better spirit of sectionalism was 
rebuked again when 
the 
repre­ 
sentatives 
of 
the 
Presbyterian 
bodies met by invitation in the 
city of Atlanta, Georgia, 1913. 
A 
little less than 49 years 
before, 
Sherman’s army inarched through 
Georgia to the sea, leaving betynd 
wreck and ruin. 
On the occasion 
of She meeting of these assemblies. 
the men of the South extended the 
hand of genuine hospitality to the 
men of the North. 
The climax of 
that gréât gathering was reached 
when they came together In the 
city hall and Joined in the celebra­ 
tion of the Lord's Supper—those 
men, and their sons, 
who 
had 
worn the blue, and the men, and 
their son», who had worn th# gray. 
Hearts were touched aa they Us 
tened to a tender message from 
President Robert McW atty R us­ 
sell of W estminster 
college. 
An 
editor of a great metropolitan pa­ 
per of the E ast was present When 
the service was ended he said to a 
friend: 
I can debate and write 
and discuss through day and night 
and men cannot move me, but that 
service broke me all up.’ 
In 1817, 
when the call was sent 
out 
’to 
arms,’ the North and South re­ 
sponded alike. 
The sons of the 
North marched side by side with 
the sons of the South as the sons 
of the flag advanced. 
Behold, the 
bitterness and hate of th at stru g ­ 
gle has disappeared as the nation 
has gone each Memorial day with 
flowers to the cities of th# dead 
to pay its tribute of love and re­ 
spect, until now we have ’love and 
tears for the Blue and tears and 
love for the Gray.’ We today know 
no North, nor South, nor East, nor 
West, for we have been cemented 
together Into one union which we 
trust shall never be broken. 
Hearts Ar» Stirred 
“4.—Memorial day is the day of 
all days In which our hearts are 
stirred by the faith of our fath­ 
ers. 
They 
were 
true 
patriots. 
They believed in the righteousness 
of their cause. I tell you it means 
something for God, as well aa for 
home and native land, when we 
see such unselfish devotion as was 
displayed by our fathers at Valley 
Forge, Gettysburg. Manila bay. or 
the boys at Belleau Wood. 
The 
faith of our fathers, which gave 
us these heroic defenders is op­ 
posed to the selfishness and all 
self-seeking. 
It reproves all an­ 
archy and disorder. 
It denounces 
every 
attem pt 
to

treasury by turning public office 
into a way of serving private ends. 
These things and others like them 
do not grow in the same soil; they 
do not live in the hearts of those 
whose memories and service we 
honor on Memorial day.

When "The White House Spokes­ 
man,” mysterious stranger who told 
the newspaper men what the pres­ 
ident thought, waa born, “that lit­ 
tle bird” died. Now that the W hite 
House spokesman has been put to 
death, the little bird has been re­ 
viled.

For the benefit of posterity, let it 
now be said by one who saw the 
spokesman In action that he was 
none other than President Coolidge. 
It would have been a journalistic 
faux pas to have said as much a 
month ago.

was a sandy-halred fellow who bore 
a remarkable resemblance to Mr.

N E W 
Y O R K 
May 8ft,—Cotton 
growers of Dixie and of Peru, fa­ 
vored by the alternation of their 
seasons, have found la 
the 
air­ 
planes of a large cotton dusting 
concern a common ally against 
their enemy, the boll weevil. 
Growers have long known that 
dusting tbs crop with calcium ar­ 
senate Increases the yield about 
one third, hut it is only recently 
that a method has been perfected 
for spreading the dust bi swaths 
200 yards wide at the rate of §0 
miles an hour. 
Tho planes covered some RO,OOO 
acres In Peru last season and 
expect to cover about four ti mea 
thia area In the United States this 
year. 
The dusting apparatus 
appears 
simple. 
Forward of tho cockpit 
la a compartment which In tho 
smaller planes holds 400 pounds of 
calcium arsonate, and In tho larger, 
SOO pounds. 
At the bottom is a 
slot, opened by a lever, through 
which tho dust is released. 
In order that the dust will flow 
freely and will bo properly spread, 
a chute has been devised below 
tho fuselage, with a slot so ar­ 
ranged that tho rush of air under 
tho plane creates a vacuum and 
sucks th# dust down, blowing it 
out below. 
Tho propeller and tho 
prose of tho wings blow It back 
and down, spreading It evenly over 
the field.

Starting Just eight weeks ago the 
plant is now producing 75,000 tiles 
per month and employs 20 men. 
The 13-acre plot and plant 
are 
located Just north of the Dunkard 
Church on Painter avenue extension, 
I 1-2 miles south Whittier. On this 
property is deposited five different 
kinds of clay, which were discover­ 
ed by an Ohio roofing tile concern 
12 years ago. Samples were shipped 
east for tests, and plans were com­ 
pleted tor the erection of a bif roof­ 
ing tile plant here, when the World 
War ended the project. 
The initial production 
of 
the 
plant consists of hand mission type 
roofing tiles which is sold 
under 
the trade name of “Bonita,” Span­ 
ish for pretty. This tile is sim ilar in 
character to that made by the early 
Padres, but much superior in qual­ 
ity. It is claimed that these clays 
blended produce the best v a r i a t­ 
ed red roofing tiles In Southern 
California.

Henry E. Huntington had the rare combination 
of Inherited wealth, sound business Judgment, a gen­

I > assembling his Americana, original manuscripts 
which are vastly more valuable because of their 
being in one great collection, available for research 
by the historical‘scholar.

INDUSTRIAL POISONS AFFECTING THE 
NERVOUS 8Y8TEM 
One of the most common industrial poisons is 
carbon disulphide, used in the manufacture of thin 
rubber articles, artificial silk and in the prepara­ 
tion of cellulose. 
W hen this substance is taken into the body, it 
seems to havé a particular effect on the nerve tis­ 
sues, so th at the patients become paralyzed, some­ 
times show symptoms of insanity, and sometimes 
blindness due to its action en the optic nerve. 
It will be remembered that wood alcohol seems 
also to have a special affinity for the optic nerve, 
and th at it also produces blindness. 
Illum inating gas contains another important poi­ 
son, carbon monoxide, which is responsible for sud­ 
den death when it is inhaled from the exhaust of 
motor car» in a closed garage. 
In 1882 an investi­ 
gator announced th at he had discovered changes 
In the brain following 
poisoning 
with 
carbon 
monoxide and recently numerous instances have 
been described in which such poisonings have re­ 
sulted in serious disturbances of the brain. 
In addition to mental disturbances, this poison 
may also result in 
blindness 
and 
In 
producing 
changes of great seriousness in the blood. 
It would be possible to list dozens of otner poi­ 
sons which produce serious changes in the body 
when they are taken in. 
They include all 
of 
the 
combinations of the coal ta r derivatives, many of 
the poisons developed in the war industry, partic­ 
ularly in the manufacture of powder and benzine 
and its derivatives. 
Benzine causes dangerous changes in the blood, 
and it is a question whether any system of venti­ 
lation can possibly control the fumes o f, benzine. 
A committee appointed to investigate the use of 
benzine in industry recommended that some sub­ 
stitute be had for it whenever possible.

The Gas Tax Increase 


Governor Young has mads good 
his pledgs to provide means of 
financing the completion of Cali­ 
fornia’s highway system by sign­ 
ing two bills Introduced by Sena­ 
tor Breed and passed by the Leg­ 
islature. 
One 
of 
these. 
Sénats 
Bill No. 3. provides for an addi­ 
tional one-cent per gallon ga to­ 
nne tax which Is to be used ex­ 
clusively for new state highway 
construction. 
The 
other. 
Senate 
Bill No. 618, divides the counties 
of 
California 
Into 
two 
groups, 
classifies 
the 
highways 
In 
the 
state system under 
two 
heads, 
primary and secondary, and pro­ 
vides for an equitable distribution 
of the funds raised by the one- 
cent gas tax 
between 
the 
two 
groups of counties. 
Thus the long controversy over 
methods of financing highway con­ 
struction comes to an end, for un­ 
doubtedly the action of the Legis­ 
lature and of the Governor will 
be 
accepted 
as 
final, 
and 
the 
broad program of highway work 
which was halted by failure of 
the Richardson adm inistration to 
bring all factions 
together and 
enact acceptable legislation can be 
resumed. 
It is estim ated that the 
one-cent tax on gasoline will pro­ 
duce $10,000,000 per year over a 
twelve-year period for new work. 
This with Federal aid, which it is 
expected will be continued, will 
practically complete the system as 
It now stands. 
The old two-cent 
gasoline tax will be continued but 
no part of the revenues thus de­ 
rived may be used by the state 
for new construction. 
The two- 
cent gas tax funds are divided 
equally between th» state and the 
various counties from which the 
funds emanate. 
County boards of 
supervisors have been enabled to 
extend their county road systems 
gradually until their entire areas 
are pretty well blanketed through 
ald of their portion of the two- 
oent gasoline tax. The state’s por­ 
tion is used exclusively for m ain­ 


tenance of improved state high- 
I 
ways. 
The enactment of the gasoline tax 
increase stands as one of the big, 
progressive accomplishments of tho j 
Young 
administration. 
Governor' 
Young proceeded In this matter 
with courage and singleness of 
purpose and with the aid of tho 
two great automobile associations 
was quite happy In harmonising 
all testions in support of th» pro­ 
gram. 
The Governor frankly stat­ 
ed at th» outset that efforts to 
add to tho present mileage of the 
state highway system would but 
complicate the situation and en­ 
danger the success of any move 
to solve the problem of highway 
finance. 
And so, although many 
new state highway additions, some ; 
of them admittedly very meritor­ 
ious, were proposed, they were very j 
firmly but Inoffensively rejected 
and the gasoline tax Increase went 
through with general popular sup­ 
port 
The gasoline tax places the bur­ 
den of highway construction where 
it belongs, on the users of the j 
highway. 
It enables the state to 
build on 
a 
pay-as-you-go 
plan ! 
and obtain one dollar’s worth of 
road construction for every dollar] 
of public funds expended whereas ! 
under the bonding plan the larger 
share of the dollar goes Into In -1 
terest payments. 
The classification of highways ! 
according to traffic needs served) 
is logical and wise. 
The Increased tax will be paid I 
by the 
motorist 
cheerfully 
and j 
gladly. 
A few years hence thej 
motorist will scarcely give thought 
to the fact that he is being taxed] 
for roads when he goes to the 
gasoline station to get his tank 
filled. 
Excepting when 
methods 
of financing road construction are 
under discussion, the subject of 
the gasoline tax will probably not] 
even come to mind very often. 
Governor Young is to be con-1 
gratu lated on affixing hie signa­ 
ture to these two bills.
